Protieds or Albumens. 


M. H. LOGAN, Ph. G., M. D., San Francisco, Cal. 


The animal body is a composite 
of various representatives of three 
large classes of chemical substances— 
proteids or albuminoids, carbo-hydra- 
tes and fats, associated with a small 
quantity of various saline and other 
crystalline bodies. By proteids are 
meant a large class of bodies composed 
of C.H.N.O. and S. with sometimes (P. 
and Fe.) in certain irregular propor- 
tions, varying within narrow limits. 
They arecommonly cailed albuminoids. 

Absent from no organism, the never 
failing constituent of animal and veg- 
etable life, taking part in the construc- 
tion of all tissues, these constitute the 
the most important material of nutri- 
tion, the chemical substrata of ani- 
mal life Their histogenetic qualities 
come more prominently before us in 
embryonic than mature hfe. However 
the larger share of the more mature 
substances consists of metamorphised 
albuminoids. The great instability 
and complexity of these bodies cause 
the rapid change known as digestion 
and assimulation, and form a large 
amount of the effete material of the ani- 


mal economy. They assume many forms 


and return to the original easily and 
quickly and are hence easy of transpor- 
tation. They admit of afree passage 
of chrystalline substances through their 
mass, but colloidal substances are de- 
tained, fats and calcium phosphates 
are held and carried to various parts 
of the organism. Normally they are 
not found in tears, perspiration and 
urine, but everywhere else they are at 
home. 

The living protoplasm is composed 
of albuminoids associated with carbo- 
hydrates and fats. They form the 
principal solids of the muscular, ner- 
vous and glandular tissues,of the serum

In natures laboratory the synthesis 
of albumins occur through the agency 
of plant life, the plant taking from the 
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soil nitric acid or ammonia and form- 
ing amido acids or acid amides, the 
combination with glucose completes the 
vegetable proteid.

Egg serum and Lactalbumins are 
native proteids and are soluble in dis- 
tilled water. They are coagulated by 
heat, especially in the presence of di- 
lute (acetic) acids but are not precipi- 
tated by alkaline carbonates, sodium 
clorides or solutions of neutral salts. 

Kae atpumen. It is obtained in the 
solid form by evaporation at 40°, it is 
a semi-transparent brittle mass, pale 
yellow, tasteless and odorless. Its 
solutions coagulate from 60% to 70° 
and are precipitated by heat Alco- 
hol, Hg.Clo, Ag.NOs, Pb.Cg, Ho Ono, 
Na.HO, Cu.SOQ,, HNOs, glacial acetic, 


and other acids. It may be crystalliz- 
ed with minute sepheroidal globules 
and needles. 

SERUM ALBUMEN. This albumen with 
the globulins forms tbe sole proteids 
of serum. In the natural proportions 
of 1 to 2 per cent. it coagulates at 50°. 
The addition of Na.Cl.raises the coagu- 
lating point to 70° or 80°. Such is the 
normal condition of the blood. It is not 
precipitated readily by any ordinary 
agent that acts upon egg albumen. 
If egg albumen be injected into a vein 
it appears in the urine as such, not so 
with serum albumen, Serum albumen 
is found in milk, chyle and diffused in 
the tissues. 

THE DERIVED ALBUMINS or albumin- 
oids are acid-a]Jbumin, alkali-albumin 
syntonin and casein. They are not 
coagulated by heat, are insoluble in 
distilled water, but are soluble in acids 
and alkalies. When egg or serum albu- 
men is treated with hydrochloric acid 
vr Other dilute acid (like the normal or 
abnormal acids of the stomach) their 
properties are entirely changed and 
the solution is no longer coagulated 
by heat, and when it is neutralized it 
precipitates a substance entirely insol- 
uble in water. 

ALKALI ALBUMIN. Is so similar as to 
be nearly identical with acid albumen, 
but chemically the reverse. 

SYNTONIN is an acid albumen from 
globulin or myosin of the muscle. 

Casein. Sometimes classed as nu- 
cleoalbumen. This proteid is found 
only in milk, and is in many respects 
similar to acid and alkali albumen. 


Glob ulins. 
These are crystalline vitellin, para- 
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globulin or serum globulin,fibrinogen, 
myosin (globin) musculin, They are 
more or less crystalline in character, 
like the globuline of the crystalline lens. 
They are insoluble in distilled water, 
but are soluble in dilute saline solutions 
and very dilute acids and alkalies. 
Strong acids or alkalies quickly change 
them into albuminates (acid and alkali 
albumins). Dilute solutions of sodium 
chloride, or magnesium sulphate, will 
precipitate them. 

Crystallin proper is found almost 
solely in the crystalline Jens and is 
very much like vitelin chemically. 

Vitellin is found in egg yolk and 
caviare. 

Para-globulin or serum globuline is 
found chiefly in the blood serum and 
lymph; this and globulin occurs often 
in ethe urin. 

Fibrinogen occurs in the blood plas- 
ma, chyle, serus fluids and transuda- 
tions like hydrocele. Myosin is formed 
when an irritable contractile muscle 
passes into a state of rigor. Its sub- 
stance then undergoes a change anal- 
ogous to the clotting of the blood plas- 
ma. Myosin is also found in the proto- 
plasm of vegetables. | 

Fibrin may be obtained white by 
whipping and washing the blood. It 
is of filamentous structure and most 
elastic of all known proteids. By the 
prolonged action of dilute acids, fore- 
runners of the peptones are formed. 
Globulin, myosin and fibrin, form a 
series of very closely related proteids. 

ALBUMOSES AND Ppetonr. When any 
of the albuminoids are submitted to 
the digestive action of pepsin or tryp- 
sin, the first product will be acid or al- 


kali albumin according to whether 
HCl, (2 per cent) Na, CO, (0.25 per cent) 
is used; para-peptone is first formed 
then other products known as albumo- 
ses, and finally peptones. When tryp- 
sin alone is used, the reaction goes one 
step further and developes leucin, tyro- 
sin etc. 

Peptones are the products of hydro- 
lytic decomposition of proteids and are 
of lesser molecular weight. They are 
more diffusible that albuminoids. Al- 
bumoses do not coagulate on boiling 
but are precipitated by nitric or acetic 
acids. The precipitate disappears on 
heating but reappears on cooling. Al- 
buminose is the body intermediate be- 
tween albumen and peptone. As a 
class albumoses and peptones are ex- 
tremely soluble in water. They are 
not precipitated by acids or alkalies, 
neutral salts or many of the reagents 
that precipitate other proteids. The 
prolonged action of alcohol, will pre- 
cipitate but not coagulate them. Ni- 
tric acid and potassium ferro-cyanide 
in the presence of acetic acid precipi- 
tates them when warm, but the pre- 
cipitate disappears on cooling. 

The products of the decomposition 
of proteids by casein, hydrochloric acid 
or the other acids of casein are leucin, 
tyrosin, glutamic and aspartic acids 
and other amido-acids, acetic acid, gly- 
coprotean and tryoleucin compounds. 

Some chemists regard proteids as 
complex ureids, or urea with amido 
acids such as leucin and aspartic. In 
dead proteids the nitrogen is in the 
amide form, in the living tissue is in 
the cyanic form. 


" 
Enzymes. Their composition is more : 
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like that of proteids than anything 
else. They have the property of caus- 
ing a change in indefinitely large 
amounts of substances without them- 
selves undergoing any observable 
change, Theyare not killed by the 
action of such agents as phenol, sali- 
cylic or boracic acid, chloroform ether, 
etc., but on the other hand, ferments 
are, ‘They have a catalytic action, 
split up compounds and take up water. 

Pepsin is the enzyme of the gastric 
juice and it with other enzymes is fre- 
quently found in the urine. 

Ptyaline is the enzyme of the saliva. 
It acts particularly on starchy bodies 
hydrolysing them. Trypsin and diastase 
are the enzymes of the pancreatic juice, 
traces of them are sometimes found in 
the urine. 

Rennin is the the enzyme of the mu- 
cous membrane of many young animals, 
especially the calf, causing milk to clot. 
It is found occasionally in the urine. 

Amylotic enzyme is found in the pan- 


creas. Itis very similar to ptyalin, 
and acts similarly. 

Fibrin ferment, is found in the blood 
serum, and is the cause of the blood 
clotting when exposed to air. 

Muscle enzyme causes the clotting 
of the muscle plasma. Urea ferment— 
the ferment of the urine. 


Allied Bodies. 


Mucin—found in the saliva, bile and 
synovial fluid. It has a ropy consis- 
tency. 

Gelatin or glutin—the organic part 
of bones. 

Chondria—the matrix of cartilage. 

Elastin — obtained from the liga- 
ments. 

Kreatin— found in the hair, nail, 
feathers, bones and epidermal sturc- 
tures, and finally 

Nucleo-albumins—found in the ani- 
mal and vegetable world, widely dis- 
tributed. They are the chief constit- 
uent of the protoplasm cells. 


Treatment of Hydrocele. 


R. A. HASBROTCK, M° D., Salt Lake, Utah. 


For some long time since practicing, 


. the treatment of rupture has been a 


side specialty, and as a consequence 
many cases of hydrocele present them- 
selves as cases of rupture or they have 
taken it for grantea that where rupture 


was treated hydrocele could be. At 
times, cases have been sent me that 


were diagnosed as rupture. 


My treatment consists of injecting] 


the sac and as lony as it continues to — 
give satisfaction I shall practice in that 
way. Of course our knifey friends 
may say that slitting up the sac and 
stitching that to the outer layer of the 
scrotum is the only sure way of suc- 
cess, but I can tell them that I have 
seen their operation fail and their un- 
successful cases cured by injection. 
One case of the kind that had kept the 
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the man in bed two weeks, and where 
the sac again filled was cured without 
pain by injecting a few drops of Squib’s 
ergot. 

The treatment by thuja injection is 
one that I usually use and when I com- 
pare my cases with those reported by 
others quite a difference is noted. In- 
variably our people report that the pa- 
tients experience little or no pain, so 
that the inexperienced operator using 
thuja will be, or may be, somewhat 
surprised to see his patient roll all 
over the bed, floor or office chair, if the 
doctor is inexperienced enough to 
operate in his office. 

My experience in these cases where 
thuja is injected, having been reduced 
two-thirds by warm water, is that it 
causes in nine out of ten cases, consid- 
erable pain from one to three days, 
with soreness in the small of the back 
for as long after. And in some the 
epididimitis is quite severe, keeping 
the patient in bed seven to fourteen 
days with pain that calls for a Dover’s 


powder every four hours. 

One case operated upon by the in- 
jection plan, where patient took cold, 
caused the afflicted parts to inflame 
and form a dandy of an abscess, one 
that raised hades and kept my man in 
bed for six weeks, but he was cured 
of his hydrocele. If we but stop to rea- 
son about these cases we will realize 
that the injection, or open operation of 
parts that are so delicate, may both be 
followed by unpleasant results. To say 
that such and such an operation causes 
no pain, no danger, no liability to con- 
finement is misleading, if not sugges- 
tive of the writing of one without much 
practice in those cases. 

I note that after injecting thuja, the 
sac generally fills again and then sub- 
sides. Other cases never refill or swell 
much. 

Don’t promise too much when treat- 
ing hydroceles and give them a good 
injection and rest for a time thereafter 


and everything will come all right. 


Echafalta in Aclynamic Fever. 


P. F. BULLINGTON, M. D., Gridley, Cal. 


By reference to my case-book, I find 
that I was called to see Chas. M., et 
23 years, and by occupation a livery- 
man, on Jan. 16th, at 2 A. M. 

Will say here, that the patient was a 
Forester, therefore the lodge physician 
a “ Regular,” was called at commence- 
ment of the trouble, and on the third 
day he diagnosed it Typhoid Fever, of 
a very virulent type. 


Patient being dissatisfied, he dis” 
charged the lodge physician and sent 
forme. The family were very much 
excited and anxious about the present 
case, they having buried the eldest son 
on Jan. lst, whom they said died from 


a similar disease, though not so bad, 


on the fourth day as the one I was 
called to treat. 


Three physicians, “Regulars,” had 
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been in attendance, two of whom had 
enviable reputations, and they diag- 
nosed his disease remittent fever, he 
died about the 18th day. 

Following is the history of the case 
as gleaned from patient and fami- 
Jy, together with symptoms: 
chill every night about midnight, for 
three nights, viz:, 12th, 13th, and 14th, 
followed by high fever which left pa- 
tient very weak; fever kept up during 
the 15th, save a remission in the after- 
noon. 

I found the patient retching, which 
had been kept up for the past ten or 
twelve hours. ‘Longue coated a dirty 
white, with brown at base. offensive 
breath, short explosive cough, which 
caused pain in upper part of chest, 
liver greatly enlarged, indurated and 
painful on slightest pressure, stomach 
also very tender on palpation, bowels 
constipated, complexion sallow, urine 
scant and of high color. Pulse 88, 
small and weak, temperature 102.2° F. 

Diagnosis—Remittent Fever. 

 Treatment:—

M. Sig: Teaspoonful every hour until 
vomiting was stopped, or as long as 
fever kept up. 


Also gave Spe. Sulphite-Soda 3] to a 
glass of water, with instructions for 
patient to take a swallow every two 
hours. 

Called again at 3 P. M. found pa- 
tient but little improved; gave Acetus 
Emetic Tr., for its full effect. Patient 
vomited freely, throwing up a large 
quantity of bile, after which he felt

better; gave camphor water in tea- 
spoonful doses every half hour for two 
hours, when stomach was quiet for the 
first time in twenty-four hours. At 8 
P. M., gave a full dose of Eclectic Anti- 
Bilious physic, which gave five move- 
ments, the first two being lumpy, but 
the last three were mostly biliary mat- 
ter, of very offensive smell. The phy- 
sic was given in smaller doses every 
other day during sickness, and on al- 
ternate days bowels were moved by 
enemas of warm water containing gtts. 


x., of carbolic acid. 
Patient was given a sponge bath 


every day with carbolized water. 

Called at 10 A. M., on 17th, found 
pulse 72, temperature 100° and rising; 
patient had a bad night, tongue was 
now coated over with a light brown 
coat, and so dry glycerine had to be 
applied to prevent cracking. Aas pa- 
tient was dull and drowsy, pupils di- 
lated, and inclined to grunt when he 
dozed off to sleep, I omitted the 
Ipecac, and gave instead Spc. Bella- 
donna, also discontinued the Soda. 
Called at 2 P. M., found pulse 80, 
temperature 103.6° with no change 
in symptoms save cough was not so. 
troublesome; continued treatment dur- 
ing night. Called again on 18th at 
10 A. M., found pulse 80, tempera- 
ture 102.2°; patient complained of 
feeling very weak and bad, and his 
looks proved his statement, tongue 


same as morning before. 
Here I thought I would try Echa- 


folta, that drug being indicated. 
Changed prescription to: 


kK. Spe. Aconite, otts x. 
Echafolta, 
Aqua, q. 8. Z1V. 
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M. Sig: Teaspoonful every hour. 

Discontinued glycerine. Called at 
9 A. M., on 19th, found pulse 80, tem- 
perature 101° tongue cleaner and 
moist, patient improved, said he felt 
better, had slept some during the 
night. Called at 5 P. M., found pulse, 
up to 84, temperature 102.4°. Although 
the pulse was a little faster, the tem- 
perature was lower than when KEcha- 
folta was begun. As I was testing the 
merits of the drug, I continued it for 
three days, then left it off for 24 hours. 
When I called next morning, I found 
temperature 102.4° and at 6 P. M., 
103.4° with a corresponding rise in 
pulse, and dryness of tongue. 

I continued the #chafolta again for 
a few days, then left it off for a day 
with the same results as before. 

The nurse in this case, being a man 
of experience, I told him I was trying 


a new preparation, and he noted the — 


changes as well as I, when the Kcha- 
folta was left off. 

As the patient was some better on 
alternate days, I gave teaspoonful 
doses of Locke’s Gin, Cinchona bark 


and Serpentaria root mixture every 
three hours when temperature was 
was 100° or below; as only four ounces 
of this preparation were used, it is 
plain to be seen that remittent fever 
can be successfully treated without 
quinine. 

Milk, soups, and broths from mutton, 
quail, pigeon, chicken etc., were given — 
during sickness for nourishment. 

Patient got up on the 14th day 
dressed and entertained company for 
an hour, which proved too much for 
him, therefore another week was spent 
in bed; after which he improved rapid- 
ly, and is, at this writing, (Feb. 16th), 
attending to business. 

Kchafolta is a perfected preparation, 
put up by Lloyd Bros. Cin., and its in- 
dications are the same as echinacea; 
it having stronger therapeutical prop- 
erties it is my opinion its range of use- 
fulness will be even greater than the 
latter drug. 

As all Journat readers are familiar 
with the indications and actions of the 
latter, [11 not take up more of your 
valuable space on Echafolta. 


Notes, Scraps and Prescriptions.

De Garmo, W. B.: New York Crrvy. 
A Srupy or Turrry-Nine Cases or Stran- 
GULATED Hernia. (Annals of Surgery.) 

“During the past ten years I have 
seen in consultation or among my own 
patients thirty-nine cases of true stran- 
gulated hernia, of which notes have 


been kept, and a brief detailed report 
of which accompanies this summary. 

I use the term “true strangulated 
hernia ” as indicating the exclusion of 
all cases of temporary incarceration 
without intestinal obstruction, as well 
as numerous cases of incarcerated and 
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inflamed omentum which have been 
seen during the same period. Nor 
does it include a large number of in- 
fants which have been brought to me, 
both at my clinic and privately, whose 
hernias have only been strangulated 
for brief periods, regarding which 
notes have not been kept. 

A very brief summary of these cases 
may be given as follows: 

Twenty-six males and thirteen fe- 
males, whose ages range all the way 
from seven months to eighty years of 
age. Twenty-nine had inguinal, eight 
had femoral and two had umbilical 
hernia. 

In twenty-two instances the hernias 
were reduced without operation. Ether 
was given seventeen times, chloroform 
six, while two were operated upon after 
injecting the vicinity of the tumor 
with a four-per-cent. solution of co- 
caine. Of the entire number three 
died. I wish first to draw your atten- 
tion to those hernias reduced without 
operation, as I believe that their pro- 
portion is in excess of the usual num- 
ber so relieved, and that the methods 
of handling them were different in 
some respects from those ordinarily 
adopted. The word ‘‘taxis”’ does not 
carry with'it any very definite meaning, 
and the manner in which it is general- 
ly executed is even more uncertain 
than the definitions which are to be 
found in the dictionaries. I have there- 
fore been inclined to drop the word in 
the following reports, and use a term 
instead that indicates the methods us- 
ed. That the method has merit over 
those in ordinary use is indicated by 
the fact that, of the twenty-two her- 


nias reduced, sixteen cases had been 
worked with by twenty-five physicians 
before I saw them, and only six made 
direct application to me. I desire to 
describe briefly this method of reduc- 
ing strangulated hernia, as followed 
by me for many years. It is referred 
to in the following case-histories as 
“ traction ” and ‘‘ compression.” 

Try at the outset to assure your pa- 
tient that you are not going to add to 
his torture, and confirm this in his 
mind by handling the tumor with the 
greatest gentleness. By this you will 
secure his co-operation instead of un- 
conscious resistence. Place him on 
a table with the hips well elevated in- 
stead of working over a soft and yield- 
ing bed. An ordinary kitchen table, 
with the legs at one end elevated six 
or seven inches, answers every purpose, 
and is obtainable in almost every 
house. 

When the patient is in place, first 
gently crowd the entire abdominal 
contents away from the lower abdo- 
men toward the chest, then work the 
fingers of one hand around the neck 
of the tumor where it issues from the 
abdomen, holding its bulk in the palm 
of the hand, if possible, and, instead 
of trying to push the tumor back into 
the abdomen, try to draw it farther 
down. Now, with the other hand, 
grasp the canal with its contents (if 
inguinal hernia) gently but firmly be- 
tween the thumb and fingers, and 
while making traction and compression 
with the hand that is holding the tu- 
mor, manipulate the canal with a 
‘‘kneading” motion. This can be done 
without adding to the patient’s pain 
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to any extent, and it will succeed when 
more rude handling fails. When you 
push upward on astrangulated hernia, 
usually you carry it up over the edge 
of the ring upon the abdominal wall, 
and accomplish nothing more. In the 
method suggested, by traction, you 
lengthen out the mass that is blockad- 
ing the canal, favoring the effect which 
you afterward produce by compres- 
sion, that is the partial ermptying of 
engorged blood-vessels, the displace- 
ment of imprisoned gases and fluids. 
This is further aided by the action of 
the fingers upon the canal, which tend 
to work the bowel free at the point of 
constriction. 

Shall we give anesthetics as an aid 
in the reduction of hernia? More 
lives are lost than saved by giving them 
for the express purpose of reducing a 
strangulated hernia. Remember that 
but one point is gained, and that a 
dangerous one, the insensibility of the 
patient. Give the anesthetic only 
when you are all ready to operate, 
and, then bear in mind that great force 
is far more dangerous than an opera- 
tion. With children it isan important 
aid, as it removes the element of fear. 
Internal remedies are worse than use- 
less, as they lead to the belief that 
something is being done, while in re- 
ality valuable time is being wasted. 
External remedies have been, with me 
limited to the use of ice, and I have 
seen very beneficial effects from its 
application when the tumor contained 
large masses of inflamed omentum. 

The hypodermic syringe is a bless- 
ing to the sufferer while awaiting the 
preparations for an operation, or the 


arrival of the operator, but it has de- 
luded more than one physician and 
patient until death claimed its victim. - 
It has no place in the treatment 
of strangulated hernia other than to 
palliate suffering, Aspiration was re- 
sorted to once in this series of eases, 
and it is not approved of as an aid in 
reduction. The youngest child that it 
was found necessary to operate upon 
was thirteen years of age. The meth- 
od of reduction referred to, carried 
out with extreme gentleness while the 
child was under the influence of chlor- 
oform, has been attended with success 
in every instance, in infants and child- 
ren under this age. 

In the case-notes will be found men- 
tion of the occurrence of bloody evac- 
uations, after the reduction of strang- 
ulated bowel, as common in infants. 


This has also been noted in two or 


three cases of adults. Of the seven- 
teen operations seven were upon men 
and ten upon women, only three re- 
ductions without operation being ac- 
complished among the latter. I wish 
to call special attention to the opera- 
ation on old people. Two at seventy- 
five, one at seventy-six, one at seventy- 


seven and one at eighty, nearly all 


delayed or complicated cases, and yet 
all recovered promptly. 

The three fatal cases are all believed 
to be chargeable to delayed operation. 
All three could in all probarbility have 
been saved by prompt surgical means. 

At the present day it is almost crim- 
inal for a medical man, who will not 
operate himself in cases of this charac- 
ter, not to call in promptly some one 
that will. 
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Many things of interest, and we be- 
lieve of importance, will be found in 
the case-histories that can not be 
mentioned in the brief time at my dis- 
posal, but there are none believed to 
be of more importance than the use of 
hot water, and its effect upon damaged 
bowels, as it has been carried out in a 
number of the cases. Its effect is al- 
most magical, and the rapidity with 
which it re-establishes the circulation 
and restores normal color is a surprise 
to those who witness it fer the first 
time. 

I can not too strongly urge the 
adoption of this simple means. I feel 
certain that in some of these cases re- 
section would have been considered 
necessary by the enthusiastic advo- 
cates of the various methods, and I am 
gure that the cases would have given 
me far more concern if I had not been 
able to demonstrate the vitality of the 
bowel before returning it to the ab- 
domen. 

1. Conclusions: Prompt operation 
saves complications and life. 

2. Infants seldom require oper- 
ation. 

3. Medicines and external applica- 
tions are dangerous, as their use 
causes delay. 

4 Operations done early are neither 
difficult nor dangerous. 

§. Rough handling is more dan- 
gerous than an operation, 

6. Morphia masks symptoms, but 
does not stop destructive changes. 

7. Local symptoms are misleading. 

8. Hot water saves resection, or 
furnishes prompt evidence of its ne- 
cessity. 


6. Operate rather than attempt the 
reduction of a hernia acutely strangu- 
lated for twenty-four hours. 

10, Open to internal ring in every 
instance. 

11. Always draw the bowel down 
far enough to examine the point of 
constriction. 

12. It is not considered good prac- 
tice to give cathartics after strangula- 
tion and the return of suspicious bow- 
el.—Mathew’s Med. Quarterly Oct. 18965. 


Rules for Trephining in injury of 


the Skull. 

1. All cases of depressed fracture, 
either simple or compound, require 
trephining and elevation, whether 
there be pressure symptoms or not. 

2. All punctured fractures and gun- 
shot wounds imperatively indicate the 
use of the trephine. 

3. In simple fracture of the skull 
where any symptoms of brain trouble 
persist exploratory operation should 
be done. 

4. In all cases of local injury to the 
skull, whether fracture or bruise, fol- 
lowed by evidence of inflammation of 
bone or persistent symptoms of brain 
irritation, or of pus between the bone 
and dura, the trephine should be re- 
sorted to. 

5. In every case of localized injury 
to the head where unconswiousness 
persists for more than an hour, explor- 
atory operation, including opening the 
skull if necessary, should be done. 

6. The appearance of stupor some 
hours after a head injury indicates 
meningeal hemorrhage and requires 
trephining at the point otf injury if 
known or at point indicated by cere- 
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bral localization; the middle meningeal 
being the usual source of trouble. 

7. Even in very extensiye injury to 
the head, operation should be made, 
since removal of debris, restoration of 
normal contour and cleaning of injured 
tissues can add but little to the danger 
and may save life. 

8. In every case of doubt explora- 
tory operation is justifiable. 

9. Compound fractures, with or 
without apparent depression, demand 
enlargement of the wound and careful 
exploration. — Lamphear in St. Louis 
Clinique, Nov. 1894.

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Blood Poisoning. 


JOHN FEARN, M. D., Oakiand, Cal. 


J. R. Fearn, M. D., has been very 
sick for the past five weeks. The initial 
point of difficulty being a septic infec- 
tion in the left index finger—general 
blood poisoning following. It cannot 
be discovered how the infection took 
place. The initial chill was very seri- 
ous followed by very high temperature 
at one time 108 degrees. The glands 
in the axilla on same side as also ingu- 
inal glands became swollen and very 
sensitive, also a short dry cough with 
pain in lungs, showing that pneumonia 
of septic character had set in. 

The case was treated according to 
specific medication no remedies being 
given but what were strictly indicated, 
but these remedies were pushed faith- 
fully night and day—added to the 
remedies given internally the vapor 
bath was used with marked benefit.

axilla underneath the pectoralis mus- 
cles, another incision was made the 
two cavities being connected. The 
cavities were well irrigated, the dis- 
charge of pus was very free and at 
once there was an abatement of suffer- 
ing, the temperature went down, and 
there was an increased desire for food. 
At this writing the discharge has well- 
nigh ceased, the patient sleeps well, 
eats well, and is sitting up part of the 
time, and bids fair to make a good re- 
covery. 

How wellI remember my early teach- 
ings, when I was instructed to use hot 
poultices and other applications to 
help nature to relieve herself of these 
pent up poisons, till she had rotted her 
way through the overlying structures, 
and an opening was formed on the gur- 
face and the abscess discharged itself. 


That was crude, and far from being 


scientific. My experience, “andI have 
had considerable with blood poison- 
ing,’ leads me to say, whenever you 
see nature trying to give vent to pent 
up fluids in this way, do not wait very 
long but dive down, and give her a 
hand. Help her out,meet her not only 
half-way but if need be three-fourths 
of the way. You had better be a little 
too early than wait too long—think of 
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the suffering that is saved, and think 
of the danger of septic absorption, 
that is lessened. Specific medication 
is a broad science, it does not only re- 
fer to medicines given by mouth or 
otherwise, but it applies to any means 
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that can be made use of to bring about 
desired ends and results. And in both 
cases mentioned the after results in 
the improvement of the patient, prove 
that the KNIFE was the specific remedy, 
for it met the specific conditions.

The answer to the 
first question, in a nutshell, is the pres- 
ence of bacteria or their ptomaines, re- 
tarded flow of blood in the part, and 
the exudation of cells and liquor san- 
guinis. The answer to the second 
question is obvious; get rid of the bac- 
teria and the exudate, supply tempor- 
ary sustainance to the debilitated and 
starving cells and restore the circula- 
tion. When this is done, all is done 
in the power of man todo, The phy- 
sician would heretofore have said in 
answer to the third question, if in the 
early stage, apply cold continuously, 
and thereby limit the exudation, ten- 
sion and swelling, or if the inflamma- 
tion is at its height, and the cardinal 
symptoms are fully established, apply 


heat continuously in order that the 
process may be hastened. 
_ It will bein order here to quote from 
Senn, Principles of Surgery, page 122 
on poultices: ‘The ordinary filthy 
poultice of flaxseed, slippery elm, bread 
and milk, has no place among the re- 
sources of the aseptic surgeon. The 
common poultice is a hot-bed for bac- 
teria, and as such, it should be discar- 
ded. In the treatment of an ordinary 
furuncle with poultices, I am sure that 
almost every surgeon must have seen 
occasionally the development of in- 
numerable minute daughter-feruncles 
in the surface covered by the poultice. 
In phlegmonous inflammation of the 
fingers or hand the prolonged use of 
the poultice is followed by maceration 
of the skin, extensive cedema of the 
superficial structures, 2 flabby condi- 
tion of the granulation—in fact all the 
evidences which point to the poultice 
as a means of favoring the extension of 
the infectious process.” Mouller says 
with reference to the application of 
heat or cold: ‘ Whichever is chosen; 
the application must be continuous, 
any intermittence, especially in the 
case of the cold, makes matters infinite- 
ly worse.” 

Antiphlogistine is not like poultices, 
a media for the propagation of bacter- 
ia, neither like heat or cold or counter

The Treatment of Post-Partum Hemorrhage. 


E. S. BisHop, M. D., Honorary Surgeon, Ancoats Hospital, Manchester, England 


The following extract is from Volume 
ITT., Sixth Series, 1896, of the Inter- 
national Clinics, a Quarterly of Clinical 
Lectures, by J. B. Lippincott Company, 
Philadelphia. A most practical and 
up-to-date work. Having recently 
had occasion to test the method advo- 
cated by Dr. Bishop we can speak 
favorably of it as a time saver. Stand- 
ing at the right side of the patient as 
she lies in bed on her back, if the left 
hand be placed on the abdomen a 
little above the umbilicus, and down- 
ward pressure be made a little to the 
left of the median line, the pulsation 
of the aorta can be felt and controlled 
by the ends of the fingers.—Eb. 

* * * * “Tet us cool down,how- 
ever, and try and get a,clear idea of 
the case as a whole. Obviously, this 
woman has bled to death. Why? In 
what is the essential difference between 
this case and any other normal labor? 
for everything was normal until the 
labor was finished. In normal labor 


the uterus contracts and remains con- | 


tracted after it is empty. In this the 
uterus contracted firmly once, then re- 
laxed, and from that time never prop- 
erly and thoroughly contracted again. 

But we get other cases of furious 
hemorrhage where, by prompt action 
in the right way, we are easily masters 
of it. Take this forexample. A man’s 
leg is rapidly removed, say by a circu- 
lar saw. You have there a bleeding 
surface, blood spouting from vessels 
Over an area about equal in size to 
that on the interior of the uterus 
when the placenta has been detached. 
The first and obvious duty of the sur- 
geon is to compress the main artery. 
Once that is done, and while that is per- 
sisted in, all else is easy. The vegsels 
are tied servatim, and all danger from 
that kind of death is over. Suppose 
the surgeon were to begin by tying 
the vessels, he would lose valuable 
time and the patient still more valuable 
blood. Still more, if he applied ice, 
or boiling hot water, or poured 
styptics over the stump, or injected

ergotine, you would say, naturally, 
that that sort of treatment was prear- 
chaic and could only succeed by the 
merest chance. 

Our case is the same, with certain 
differences. We, too, have a large 
bleeding surface, supplied by a main 
artery. The differences are these. In 
the severed leg the vessels can be seen 
and tied. In the uterus the vessels 
are hidden from view. In the leg the 
vessels must be tied by the surgeon. 
In the uterus the internal muscular 
fibres, when they are ina fit state to act, 
will tie them for you. In the case of 
the leg the line of the main vessel is 
well known, and every surgeon’s 
thumb goes instinctively for it. Is 
this not also true of the main vessels 
supplying the uterus? Well, so far as 
I can see, its existence has been 
ignored, and great confusion has 
arisen through the stress laid by some 
books ‘‘on the numerous anastomoses 
of the pelvic circulation,” through 
which blood will again be carried to 
the bleeding surface if any attempt is 
made to interfere with it. What are 
these anastomoses? The uterus is 
supplied by two pairs of arteries—the 
spermatic and the uterine—and by no 
other. The spermatic anastomose 
with the uterine and each other, and 
with noother. The uterine anastomose 
with each other and with the sper- 
matic, and with no other. The first 
spring directly from the aorta at a 
at a puint about three inches above 
the umbilicus and run down beside 
and in front of it for some distance. 
They are the least important. The 
latter spring from the internal iliacs, 


branches of the common iliacs, in their 
turn the direct continuations of the 
aorta. All these vessels, then, with 
their anastomoses, spring from the 
aorta, and pressure upon this at the 
level mentioned will control them all. 
Pressure below this, as low as the 
sacral promontory, will control the two 
largest vessels. Much has been made 
of the possible leakage from the veins, 
but this is utterly unneccessary. There 
is no driving force behind the venous 
blood, the walls of the veins tend 
easily to collapse, and though they 
might be dangerous in the erect posi- 
tion, in the normal position in bed, 
there is no action of gravity to favor 
escape from these vessels. 

In drawing your attention to this I do 
not merely, then, add to your already 
unwieldly list of remedies to be ‘tried.’ 
In ordinary surgical cases you do this 
first and persisé in it until all the vessels 
are safely tied; then, and not till then, 
do you slowly relax your pressure. 
Any surgeon who suggested a ‘mo- 
mentary’ trial of this measure would 
be laughed at. 

To come back to our first question. 
In normal labors the uterine muscular 
compression of the vessels takes place 
at once. Why, in such a case as ours, 
does this not happen? Is it necessary 
to suppose a hezematophilic condition? 
Not at all; the explanation is much 
more simple. The uterine muscular 
fibre is like any other muscular fibre in 
in the body, in that it is capable of 
fatigue; like the muscular fibre else- 
where, also, it differs at different times 
and in different persons as to the 
amount of exertion it can stand short 
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of fatigue. Once fatigued, however, 
it requires rest before it can again be 
trusted for efficient work. The leakage 
must, therefore, be stopped by some 
other means for a sufficient time to 
allow of its recuperation, and you see 
now how absurd it is to keep flogging 
this tired muscle by ergot, mechanical 
or electrical stimuli during the period 
of its exhaustion. You can only get 
partial, inefficient, and temporary re- 
sults. The tired uterus, stung into 
action by squeezing, etc., contracts a 
little here and relaxes again, while 
other fibres in another part make 
another weak aitempt. You feel it 
for a moment, only to find its relaxed 
parietes falling away again into inertia; 
meanwhile it, like all the rest of the 
body, is feeling more and more the 
drain of blood,and, unless it is stopped 
by some other power than its own, be- 
comes progressively less able to oppose 
any barrier at all. In these cases to 
try for and depend upon contraction 
of the uterus as a primary check to the 
bleeding is to lean upon a broken and 
steadily breaking-down reed. 

But while I lay, as I think I have 
proved, such necessary stress upon the 
primary use of compression, there is 
still the secondary ligature of the 
vessels to be brought about. No 
surgeon would trust alone to his com- 
pression of the artery. He would 
also, and as a necessary complement 
to his primary action, tie the vessels. 
But secure in his freedom from im- 
mediate anxiety, he would no longer 
rush hysterically from one remedy to 
another, but proceed in a cool and 
collected manner in the way best 


suited to obtain his desired end. Can 
we imitate him here? Certainly. Inject 
ergotine, by all means. While yqur 
compression is on, this drug can only 
be taken into the blood ready when 
the uterine fibre is in proper condition 
to receive it, to give the now effective 
fillip to its contraction. Compress the 
uterus with the free hand when it 
shows signs of recovery. Clear out 
clots from the vagina and uterus. 
Give small doses hypodermically of 
strychnine, apply heat to the trunk, 
and especially to the head; help to 
keep the all-important nerve-centres of 
the respiration and circulation active. 
Raising the foot of the bed helps to fill 
the partially-emptied vessels of the 
superior half of the body through the 
vena cava, which is easily filled by the 
vessels of the lower extremeties. which 
can for a while do with less than the 
normal. The legs may ache for a day 
or two, feel numb and uncomfortable, 
but they soon recover, and these sen- 
sations are not worth consideration 
when opposed to the risks I have tried 
to delineate to you. 

The pressure of which I have spoken 
should not, however, be always applied 
to the same spot; the aorta is covered 
by the sympathetic plexuses, and these 
do not well bear continuous pressure. 
Luckily, there is plenty of space. The 
abdominal walls just after confinement 
are in splendid condition for our pur- 
pose, and compression, preferably by 
the ulnar surface of the closed fist, 
may be applied over four or five 
inehes of the aortic trunk, well up at 
first, then lower, changing the hand 
from time to time, but always seeing 
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that the relieving hand is acting before 
its predecessor is removed. In this 
way, and especially with the aid of an 
assistant who can take turn and turn 
about with you, such pressure can be 
kept up for several hours if necessary. 
As arule, it is not required so long. 
Half to three-quarters of an hour may 
be taken as an average; but however 
long it may be required, it should 
never be given up until the uterus is 
once more found to be contracting of 
itself, and then only slowly and tenta- 
tively. 


Syzupus Ruer et Porassar Comp. 
(Neutralizing Cordial) Formulae from 
King and Lloyds American Dispensary. 
Published by request. 

I. Preparation: Take of best India 
Rhubarb, in course powder, and Bi- 
carbonate of Potassa, each, one pound; 
Cinnamon, Golden Seal, of each half a 
pound; Refined Sugar, six pounds, 
Fourth proof Brandy two gallons; oil 
of Pepperment two fluiddrachms. Ma- 
cerate the Rhubarb, Potassa, Cinna- 
mon, and Golden Seal, in the Brandy 
for two days then express the tincture 
with strong pressure and add to it the 
oil of Peppermint previously dissolved 
in a little Aleohol. Break up the cake 
or compressed residue from the press, 
and place it in a displacement appara- 
tus, and gradually add warm water, 
until the strength of the article is ex- 
hausted. Evaporate this solution to 
eight pints, and while the liquor is still 
hot dissolve in it the sugar. Continue 
the evaporation if necessary until when 
added to the tincture first obtained, it 
will make three gallons, and mix the 
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two solutions together. Strickly speak- 
ing this is not a syrup, but a sweeten- 
ed tincture. W.S. M. | 
II. Preparation: Take of best India 
Rhubarb in course powder and pure 
Carconate Potassa, each, two ounces; 
Golden Seal, Cinnamon each one ounce; 
Refined Sugar, four pounds; Brandy 
one gallon; oil of Peppermint twenty 
minims, Macerate the Rhubarb, Gol- 
den Seal and Cinnamon, in half a gal- 
Jon of the Brandy for six hours, with a 
gentle heat; then transfer the mass to 
a percolator and displace with the re- 
maining half gallon of brandy. The re- 
maining strength, if there be any, can 
be obtained by adding water untill the 
liquor comes off tasteless. To this add 
the Carbonate of potassa, Sugar and 
oil of pepperment, this last having 
been previously rubbed with a suffi- 
cient juantity of the sugar to absorb it 
and mix the two liquors. The whole 
of the active properties of the ingredi- 
ents may be obtained with more cer- 
tainty by using Alcohol seventy-six 
per cent, instead of Brandy, owing to 
the great want ofuniformity in the 
guality of the latter.—Dr. Hill.

The San Francisco City and County 
Society of Eclectic Physicians and Sur- 
geons held itsregular monthly meeting 
Wednesday evening March 3rd in the 
Assembly Hall of thecollege. Besides 
a& majority of the members, there were 
present a number of visitors. In the 
absence of the president, Dr. J. A. J. 
Macdonald occupied the chair. After 
the reading of the minutes, it was mov- 
ed that the rules be suspended and 
that Dr. Bishop (a brother from Reno, 
Nevada) who was present be elected to 
membership. An application was for- 
mulated, and on motion the secretary 
was instructed to cast a ballot admit- 
ting the gentleman, who returned his 
thanks and expressed his appreciation 
of the honor so unexpectedly confered 
upon him. 

There being no further business on 
hand, the chairman called for a report 
of interesting cases, and, in the ab- 
sence of prompt responses, offered an 
experience of his own, in whic punct- 
uring of the lower limbs to insure re- 
lief in cardiac dropsy had been follow- 
ed by erysipelas. The patient had pre- 
viously rallied a little under the admin- 
istration of digitalis, but had relapsed 
and was in a hopeless condition when 
this means of relief was resorted to. 
The inguinal and cervical glands en- 
larged and turned black and in three 
days the patient died. The doctor 
was confident that the operation was 
aseptic and had not hastened death 
but asked whether other members had 
known erysipelas to follow upon a sim- 


ilar operation. 

Dr. Maclean thought that the punct- 
ure had nndoubtedly admitted the 
germ of erysipelas, while Drs. Van 
Meter, Harvey, and Hamilton were 
strongly of the opinion that there was 
no connection between the two, erysip- 
elas being oftenest found by them 
where there had been no abrasion 
whatever. No cases parallel to the 
one cited had come under their obser- 
vation, only temporary relief, could of 
course be expected from puncturing in 
cardiac dropsy. 

Dr. Cornwall presented a very inter- 
esting paper on “The Language of 
Posture.” He considered that far too 
little attention is paid to the graceful 
expression, through attitude and phy- 
siognomy, of the best that is within us. 
He would have us avoid the extremes 
of Delsarte and gymnasium work, and 
rely upon the uniform development of 
the vital organs rather than upon the 
training of certain sets of muscles. He 
showed how different kinds of toil, 
practiced through generations, have 
left their respective indelible marks 
upon families, each producing unsym- 
metrical form, awkward gait, and lia- 
bility to disease. He maintained that 
whatever form of gymnastic exercise 
was irksome should be avoided—diver- 
sion was the important element to be- 
considered in attempting to regain our 
physicial equilibrium after working 
hours. In a word we should profit by 
the example of the lower animals, 
whose very naturalness in all they do 
renders them so much our superiors in 
physical development and in happi- 
ness. Aside from serving ourselves in 
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following out these ideas, we shall 
benefit our fellow-beings, for the hyp- 
notic suggestion conveyed by an erect 
and graceful carriage and a similiar 
face are infinitely greater than we real- 
1Ze. 

Dr Dietz gave comparative measure- 
ments of athletic pupils in his class, 
before and after training, and stated 
that the growing tendency in the Y. 
M, C. A. gymnasiums is to secure uni- 
form development of the vital organs 
first, and special muscular strength 
afterward. 

Pro. Hamilton in his usual formidable 


style proceeded to demolish some of 


the speakers theories, but the hour be- 
ing late, extended discussion of the 
paper was postponed until the next 
meeting. E. I.

The man who can best 
manipulate a ward meeting is accorded 
the position regardless of his knowl- 
edge of the duties of his office. 

Of all our inspectors, we are not 
aware that any one of them, has had 
previous training in speciulty. 
There is not a physician on the whole 
list. We do not claim that a physician 
would be the best appointee for gas or 
plumbing inspection, but there are 
positions which should be filled by 
physicians owing to their training and 


special capability in certain lines. 

We are not in the confidence of the 
Board of Health and our opinions may 
not be considered valuable by its mem- 
bers. Still we haye an interest in our 
city and in good government. The 
odor of bribery is not entirely absent, 
and no amount of white wash can ex- 
clude its emanations. There are sev- 
eral appointees, who we regret to say, 
are not like Cessar’s wife, above sus- 
picion.

The Bubonic Plague. 


It has been suggested that the black 
plague which swept with such fury 
throughout England in 1665, devastat- 
ing so many homes and destroying 
more than 100,000 Englishmen, so 
graphically described by De Foe, and 
which has been ravaging China since 
1894 may yet reach America. 

It is asserted that two cases of the 
disease have recently developed in 
London, and that two Chinese stokers 
on a Pacific Mail steamer sickened and 
died of the disease recently, while on 
the way from China to San Francisco. 

The bubonic plague is the terrible 
“black death” of which we read in 
ancient history;and it seems as though 
it has girded up its loins for an inva- 
sion, not only of its old scenes of con- 
quest, but of a new world as well. It 
is indigenous to China, at least it has 
been known there as an endemic dis- 
ease since the seventeenth century,dur- 
ing which time it broke over its endem- 
ic bounds and swept all Europe, near- 
ly depopulating Marseilles, in France, 
and destroying a hundred thousand in 
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London. Like cholera in India, it re- 
mains at home usually, but at long in- 
tervals conditions are ripe for foreign 
invasion, and there is no knowing but 
that, like the grippe, it may now en- 
circle the earth. 

The disease is one of abrupt onset 
and fearful rapidity of course, a few 
hours sufficing to bring about a fatal 
termination. A chill, resembling that 
of ague, is followed by hyperpyrexia, 
with nervous exaltation and delirium, 
or intense headache with thirst, and an 
excruciating pain in the upper portion 
of the abdomen follows. A tenacious 
perspiration exudes from the pores,and 
then follows the development of glan- 
dular swellings in various parts of the 
body, the axille and groins being most 
apt to be affected. The larger the 
number of these swellings the more 
favorable the prognosis, usually, un- 
favorable cases being attended by stab- 
bing pains which shoot through the 
body in various directions, and the ap- 
pearence of dark purpuric spots on the 
skin just before death. 

It seems to be a disease which breeds 
in filth, and China is pre-eminently ad- 
dapted to its perpetuation. It assum- 
ed a pestilented form in Canton about 
two years ago, that city being sur- 
rounded by a large and deep intra- 
mural ditch, into which all the refuse, 
filth, and exuvie of that immense pop- 
ulation finally empty, the Chinese be- 
lieving that the rising and falling tide 
washes all the filth away. In this 
ditch swarm myriads of rats and other 
vermin, and the first intimation of the 
pestilence was its appearance among 
the rodents, immense numbers of these 


vermin crawling out and dying, a few 
days before the human population was 
attacked. A severely fatal epidemic 
among the rodents is said to be a uni- 
versal prelude to the outbreak of an 
epidemic of this kind, the rats crawl- 
ing into dwellings, without apparent 
fear, probably in a condition of deliri- 
um, and dying by thousands. 

From here the enidemic spread to 
other parts of the Celestial Kingdom, 
and finally reached Japan. But the 
Japanese, with their modern and pro- 
gressive ideas,and knowledge of ration 
al hygiene, were enabled to hold it in 
check. An eminent Japanese bacteri- 
ologist, Prof. Kita-Soto, claims to have 
discovered the microbe of the disease, 
and his discovery has been confirmed 
by Prof. Gersin, formerly of the Pas- 
teur Laboratory in Paris. Prof. Kita- 
Soto was formally a student of Koch, 
and is probably capable of investigat- 
ing the matter scientifically and ex- 
haustively. It is reported that a pro- 
tective serum has been elaborated, and 
is now undergoing a trial, as to its 
power to protect against the infection. 

It is not probable that the disease 
will gain very much of a foothold in 
America, though there are spots where 
all the requisites for its propagation 
abound, if filth alone can supply them, 
evidenced by the foul emanations from 
the defective sewers of almost any 
portion of South San Francisco, and 


the reeking slums of Chinatown.

Epistaxis- 


About three months ago I was called 
to a lady of 60 years, who was very 
fleshy, to stop bleeding at the nose. 
I found her nearly exsanguinated, but 
succeeded in arresting the bleeding 
by administration of erigeron in drop 
doses every two minutes, and the top- 
ical application of alum. 

Again, after about three months had 
passed, I was called to the same patient 
for the same trouble. I cannot be 
more definite as to time, because I was 
paid at once and msde no note of it. 
On the latter occasion, not only did 
the nose bleed, but blood oozed from 
the right ear as well. 
was controlled by use of the same 
means as were employed at first. But 
this time I gathered my wits together, 
rather tardily, and concluded that I

had on hand a case of general weak- 
ness of the veins; so after checking 
the hemorrhage I administered collin- 
sonia for a week or more, with the 
result that so far I have heard of no 
return of the bleeding, as there had 
been between the first and second 
times I was called. 

I am watching the case with some 
little curiosity. Now did the collin- 
sonia strengthen the coats of the 
veins? It seems to me that it did. 
Count one for collinsonia.

Cineraria Maritima. 


Is’nt it about time to prick the ciner- 
aria-maritima bubble? Has any well- 
known, reliable Eclectic physician, 
ever cured a cataract with it? Re- 
ports frequently come to hand from 
drug-house sources claiming cures for 
it, but when it is tried by reliable par- 
ties results do not seem to warrant the 
claims made for it. A German firm 
supplies a “juice” of the plant, and 
this is imported by Boericke and Ta- 
fel, and sold throughout the United 
States at all the way from sixty cents 
to a dollar per drachm, and has had 
many trials, but 1 have yet to know 
that it does what is claimed for it. | 

At the National gathering in Port- 
land, last summer, a few present had 
tried it, and reports were favorable, 
though I believe no one had really 
ever cured a case at that time, the best 
that could be said being that it prom- 
ised well. One of our California phy- 
sicians way using it with good expec- 
tations, though a cure had not yet 
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been accomplished. Subsequently, he 
reported to me that the patient had 
finally quit in disgust. Others—two_I 
believe—had been induced by him to 
try it, but results had been negative, 
Within the past four months I have 
been watching its effect closely in a 
lady patient who has a cataract de- 
veloping, and who is extremely desir- 
ous of avoiding an operation, as she is 
well aware of the unsatisfactory re- 
sults of operations for removal in so 
many cases, and was willing to make a 
_ faithful effort to get rid of it by other 
means. Her oculist informed her that 
she had an incipient cataract in the 
right eye, and that it would be many 
months before she could have it remov- 
ed. I explained to her the possibility 
of benefit from cineraria, and she urg- 
ed me totry the drug in her case. I 
obtained the preparation from a reli- 
able homeopathic firm, and instructed 
her as to its use, following the method 
pursued by Dr. Mercer, who is said to 
have been cured by it while in Vene- 
zuela,as nearly as possible. In his case 


improvement began as early as the 


fourth day,but my patient used it faith- 
fully for more than three months, with- 
out the least appreciable benefit. At 
first she flattered herself that there 
was a little improvement and was en- 
couraged to proceed, but at the end 
of three months’ patient trial she be- 
came disheartened. 

Without reliable reports of any cures 
by those whose integrity I am person- 
ally convinced of, it begins to seem to 
me that the whole matter may be a 
scheme on the part of enterprising 
drug houses to fatten upon the credu- 


lity of the gullible. 

It is true that one case is hardly 
sufficient to condemn a remedy upon, 
even when thoroughly tried, but it is 
sufficient to warrant an earnest inquiry 
as to whether anybody knows anything 
positive about it. H. T. W.

Some Ideas on Alteratives. 


H. G. Reemsnyder, M. D., Ephrata, Pa. 


Without doubt our best alteratives 
are to be found in the vegetable king- 
dom, and these have the advantage of 
being free from harm in prolonged 
administration, which cannot always 
be said of the indiscriminate use of 
such powerful mineral substances as 
mercury or arsenic. Another advan- 
tage can be attained in the use of 
vegetable remedies in the preparation 
of the green drug, upon which point I 
believe almost all authorities agree. 

There has been, however, on the 
part of our manufacturing chemists, 
somewhat of a tendency to ignore the 
demand for green drug extracts, so 
that it has become almost impossible 
to obtain reliable extracts, which are 
made from the green drug. However, 
we have one preparation of this char- 
acter that experience has proved reli- 
able, and which for certain therapeutic 
action is unsurpassed. I have refer- 
ence to that known as iodia, Battle &Co., 
which is composed of the active prin- 
ciples obtained from the green roots 
of stillingia, helonias, saxifraga, and 
menispermum, to which are added ferri 
phosphatum and potassium iodid. In 
theory this preparation presents an 
ideal formula, while in practice it pro- 


duces certainly beneficial results. I 
have had ample opportunity to test 
this remedy in cases of syphilis in all 
stages, and I am in a position to pos- 
itively assert that in this disease we 
can find nothing which gives more 
promising effects, and which allows us 
to give more encouragement to the 
unfortunate victims. 

I report a few cases that have come 
under my care a year or more ago, 
were treated with iodia, and have re- 
mained free from the disease to the 
present time: 

Case 1—Male; age, forty-four; mar- 
ried; bad contracted syphilis about 
three years before consulting me. He 
gave aclear history of primary sore, 
followed by the usual symptoms, and 
was treated by another physician at 
that time. He had possession of the 
prescriptions which he had been using, 
and they were shown me. Large doses 
of corrosive sublimate had been pre- 
scribed, with arsenic iodid and sarsa- 
parilla, He seemed to improve rapidly, 
and after a time discontinued treat- 
ment. He consulted me for relief 
from a bursa of the right elbow, which 
he had been treating with external 
applications, without relief, of course. 
In inquiring into his history I asked 
him whether he ever had syphilis. 
“Three years ago,’”’ he replied, “but 
that’s alright now.” Inquiry further 
revealed dull pains over the region of 
the liver, much dull headache, and a 
peculiar scaly condition of the nails. 

I promptly told him that he would 
require active and persistent treat- 
ment to overcome his trouble; explained 
to him that there was internal indica- 
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tion of spyhilis, which would sooner or 
later be the cause of much mischief if 
not corrected. With the understand- 
ing that he would continue six months 
at least, I put him on iodia, one tea- 
spoonful three times a day, gradually 
increasing to one and a half teaspoon- 
fuls. I furnished him with a month’s 
supply, and did not see him again until 
some thirty days after his first visit, 
when he returned to my office. The 
bursa had almost entirely disappeared, 
and he said he was feeling very much 
better ‘‘all through” since he had been 
taking the medicine. I gave him 
another month’s supply and did not 
see him again until the medicine had 
been taken. No vestige of the bursa 
remained, and as he was feeling very 
well, it was with the greatest difficulty 
that I persuaded him of the necessity 
for continuing the treatment. He, 
however, did as I requested, and at 
the end ot six months I allowed him to 
cease treatment and await develop- 
ments. In an interview with hima 
few weeks ago, eleven mouths after 
treatment was stopped, he reported 
himself entirely free from anything 
which could be ascribed to syphilis. 
Cases of this kind could be multi- 
plied, but rough outlines are only 
given to acquaint the reader, who may 
not have given this remedy a trial, of 
its good results. I have found it 
especially valuable in that large class 
of patients who from real or imaginary 
ill health constantly resort to ‘‘blood 
purifiers” and in cases requiring a 
uterine tonic and general tonic. Those 
stubborn cases of leucorrhee2, ovarian 


pains, bearing down sensations, etc., 


will be found, in most cases, where 
there is no organic trouble, to respond 
to this treatment. In certain skin 
diseases, where there is a tendency to 
scaly formations, itching, or persistent 
ulcers, with suitable local treatment 
the remedy will be founda most valu- 


able adjunct.—WMedical and 
Reporter, Jan. 16, 1897.

Substitution 


‘TO A 


Physicians as well as druggists have their preferences, and when founded 
on a thorough knowledge of the character and quality of the article ordered or 
prescribed, are usually strenuous to obtain what they want. 


The jobbing druggist, or physicians’ supply house, should be a distribu- 
for only. Any attempt to step out of this special sphere of his business and 
dictate to the customer should be resented as an infringement upon the right 
to every purchaser to get what he orders. 


Substitution, as practiced in the past, has in some cases been forced 
upon the seller. Distance from source of supply, limited and irregular de- 
mand, and uncertainty as to the wants of the customer, especially in respect to 
new remedies, have all contributed to make substitution a possibility without 
violating the confidence of the purchaser. 


Substitution, in these latter days, has been reduced to a science. 


No better illustration could be given than by referring to a circular 
issued by a physicians’ supply house, which has no doubt been seen and com- 
mented upon by many of our friends. This special house accompanies invoices 
with a circular letter in which is provided a regular space headed ‘‘ Substitu- 
tions,” and following this is an explanation from which we quote: 


‘‘We always try to accommodate our customers by pur- 
chasing the article outside if possible; when that is not 
possible and in our judgment our customers will be better 
served by substituting the nearest article we have, rather 
than delay the order, we do so.”’ 


This states in effect, that the stock kept on hand by these parties is made 
up to suit themselves, both as to convenience and profit derived from the sale 
of any special lines of manufacture. Under this wonderful declaration of pol- 
icy, it is not necessary for them to carry the prepar ations must in demand, for 
the right is assumed to substitute wherever in their judgment they think it best 
to do so. The medical profession cannot run the risk of such methods. Prep- 
arations ordered from a house declaring such a policy cannot be obtained with 


certainty, for the wish of the customer is secondary to the financial interest of 
the jobber.

It is not a sufficient defense in ethics or law that the article sent as a 
substitute is ‘‘just as good,” “same formula,” “cheaper,” “the same thing,” 
or indeed better than the article ordered. Neither is it sufficient to say that 


“articles when so substituted can, if not satisfactory, be returned” at the 
expense of the sender.

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LINEN WOOL. 


The defect of wool in the power of quickly absorbing and elimi- 
nating moisture is a serious one, and if properly understood would 
do away with its use for underclothing. A woolen undergarment, 
when first put on the dry body, will impart to the same a feeling of 
warmth and comlort, which will as long as the 
of the skin is not in excess of the ability of the wool to absorb and 
eliminate the moisture, However, if in consequence of impaired 
radiation of heat, as in summer time, or a greater production of 
heat as by physical exertion, evaporation should be increased, 

wool will no longer be able to absorb the moisture as fast as excreted 
from the skin, nor will it be able to part with all it may absorb, hence 
the skin and the air surrounding it, as well as the ania itself, will 
be moist, and further evaporation will be pee interfered with. 
The feeling of oppression which the body experiences under such 
conditions, and which is due to the retention of heat, those who wear 
wool next to the skin are best qualified to describe, 

Moisture and velocity of air augment the conduction of heat, If 
the wet body should under the above conditions be exposed to a 
draught, a rapid abstraction of heat would at once take aie which 
wal chill ‘the body and which usually results in acold, It isa 
matter of daily ohlisedina that all those who wear wool next to the 
skin are very prone to contract colds,

dry climate around our body, hence will enable us to stand extremes 
of heat and extremes of cold with comparative comfort. Having
